ced to $24,891 06. Of the receipts $7,- 
500 were grants from the American and 
Foreign Bible Society, for Bible transla- 
tion, printing, distribution in Asia and Eu- 
rope; $2,000 from the American Tract 
Society, for Tracts in Europe and Asia;

The na- 
tive preachers perfurm some labor also as 
itinerants. ‘Twelve have been added by 
baptism to the English and Burman cbur- 
ches, and others to the church at Amherst, 
including 13 Karens. Number of mem- 
bers in the Maulmain and Amberst church- 
es, 179; in the English church, 15. A 
missionary society has existed in Maulmain 
church for the last three years, which sup- 
ports two or three native missionaries.— 
The schools are prosperous. In the theo- 
logical department, however, there have 
been of late but two students. The board- 
ing school has 100 pupils, half of whom 
are day scholars—inclading a female de-) 
partment of 30 members, and one in Eng- 
lish of 15.

The number of members in the church is 
29; 4 baptized within the year. The 
whole number baptized from the beginning 
is 52, including two Siamese converts and 
a Burman. Others are waiting to avow 
their faith in the gospel. Religious servi- 
ces in Siamese are conducted as hereto- 
fore. ‘Tracts and Scriptures are in de- 
mand, and are freely yet carefully distribu- 
ted. 48,450 Siamese tracts and books 
were circulated last year, and several thou- 
sand copies of Chinese publications. 2,- 
293,000 pages of Scriptures, tracts, &c., 
were printed. An edition of the Gospels 
and Acts is now in press. The translation 
of the Old Testament into Siamese is 
about tobe commenced. 2,000 addition- 
al Chinese characters have been provided, 
and valuable improvements made in Siam- 
ese type. ‘Two day schools are taught, 
with a Sabbath School.

The health of Mr. and Mrs. God- 
dard is partially restored. ‘The Hongkong 
station and out-stations continue prosper- 
ous. Congregations for worship are large 
and attentive. Some portion of time has 
been devoted to the preparation and prin- 
ting of Matthew’s Gospel, and of Acts, with 
notes by Mr. Dean. Arrangements have 
been made by Messrs. Dean and Goddard 
for publishing other parts of the Scriptures 
in Chinese. What has been already pub- 
lished is in good demand. Religious as- 
semblies at stated times worship at Ning- 
po, varying from 50 to 200. One or 
more converts have been baptized, and 
others have requested baptism. A Bible 
class has been instituted, also a day school 
of 12 or 14 pupils.

The whole number of stations is 8, with 
10 or more out-stations ; two missionaries 
and two female assistants; twenty native 
preachers and assistants. 

The number of native laborers has been 
increased with the growing demand for la- 
bor, and the promise of large returns.— 
The mission has everywhere enjoyed pros- 
perity. The number of baptisms report- 
ed in connection with part of the churches 
is 45. The churches, 15 or 16 in number, 
are being organized into a General Asso- 
ciation. At Paris, a chapel was opened 
for public worship in August, with a regu- 
lar attendance since of from 20 to 25 wor- 
shippers. ‘Two have been baptized. Two 
or more colporteurs have been employed 
in the city. An exploration is now being 
made by Dr. Devan in some of the south- 
ern provinces. 


Mission to Germany. 


Hamburg, Berlin, §c.—Messrs. Oncken, 
Lehmann, and others; 20 stations, 32 or 
more out-stations, 18 native preachers and 
assistants, beside several itinerant laborers 
in Silesia, Hungary, &c. 

The labors of the pastors and missiona- 
ries appear to have been unwearied and 
greatly blessed. ‘T'o the churches in Prus- 
sia, 229 have been added by baptism, and 
large accessions made to Hamburg church 
and others. Extensive missionary tours 
have been performed. More than 500,- 
000 tracts have been distributed, with nu- 
merous copies of Scriptures. Four Asso- 
ciations of churches have been organized 
in the several districts, constituting one 
Triennial Association. The organization 
was effected at a general convocation from 
the churches in January last, at which 55 
deputies were present from Germany and 
Denmark. Preliminary measures are ta- 
ken for the training of candidates for the 
gospel ministry. ‘The churches are exem- 
plary in labor and gifts for missionary pur- 
poses. Several new churches have been 
constituted, making 35, with more than 
2,000 members. About 300 were baptiz- 
ed within the year. 


Mission to Greece. 


Corfu and Pireus.—Messrs. Arnold and 
Buel and their wives, and Mrs. Dickson. 
2 stations, 2 missionaries, and 3 female as- 
sistants. 

Miss Waldo has retired from the mis- 
sion, to labor more effectively for the 
Greeks at Zante. The missionaries are 
wholly given to the preaching of the gos- 
pel at Corfu and Pireus, bat the number 
who listen to it are few. The Corfu school 
is well sustained. Some encouraging in- 
cidents have occurred at Zante. A vol- 
untary meeting has been attended for stu- 
dying the Scriptures and for prayer, by fif- 
teen Greeks, several of whom profess to 
be inquirers. One has applied for baptism.

Three stations, 3 missiona- 
ries, and 5 female assistants, 3 native as- 
sistants. 

The several stations have enjoyed pros- 
perity. Eleven have been added to the 
Shawanoe church by baptism, 7 to the 
church at Delaware, and 4 at Ottawa.— 
Present number of members in three chur- 
ches, 131. The schools at Delaware and 
Shawanoe are well sustained, the former 
with 28 boarding pupils, the other with 15. 
The buildings at Delaware have been com- 
pleted. A convenient meeting house has 
been built at Shawanoe. The Indians are 
evidently progressing in industry and the 
useful arts, though subject to many injuri- 
ous influences. 


Cherokee Mission. 


Messrs. Jones, W. P. and H. Upham, 
and their wives. Five stations, and 5 out- 
stations; 3 missionaries | a printer, and 3 
female assistants ; 5 native preachers. 
The mission has been favored part of 
the year with rich spiritual influences, the 
churches have been edified, and more than 
120 have been added to them by baptism. 
The number of stated preaching places is 
14, each provided with a house of worship 
built by the Cherokees. One new church 
has been constituted; whole number 6, 
with branches ; number of mewbers, about 
1,100. The school in charge of Mr. Up- 
ham is well conducted, pupils 48. 634,- 
500 pages of Scriptures, tracts, &c., have 
been printed, among which are the epistles 
to the Ephesians, Galatians, Philippians, 
Colossians, and the Ist and 2d of Peter. 
Recapitulation. 

The number of missions is 17, of sta- 
tions and out-stations 198, missionaries and 
assistants 109; with 194 native preachers 
and assistunts; whole number of laborers 
303. Six missionaries and 5 female assis- 
tants have been sent to the missions. | mis- 
sionary and 2 female assistants have died. 
The number of churches is 148, with more 
than 11,500 members, and of schools 50, 
with 1,500 pupils. The additions to the 
churches by baptism, so far as reported, 
have been 2,000; in Asia 1,500, in Africa 
9, in Europe 347, and in the Indian Mis- 
sions 144.

The First National Catholic Council. 
This body, comprising all the Archbish- 
ops and Bishops of the United States, has 
just closed its session at Baltimore. Pro- 
vincial Councils have been held in that ci- 
ty fora series of years, but this was the 
first “Council of the American Churcb.”’ 
We have looked in vain for an official rec- 
ord of its proceedings. The business ses- 
sions of the Council were strictly private ; 
the decrees passed were read in public on- 
ly by their titles, and must be approved by 
the Pope before they are published. The 
Editor of the Freeman's Journal, however, 
ventures upon certain rumors or guesses as 
to what has been done. ‘Many new sees 
have been erected, and nominees presen- 
ted to the Sovereign Pontiff;” “with the 
approval of the Holy See, New York, Cin- 
cinnati, and New Orleans will be raised to 
the dignity of Archepiscopal Sees ;” (so 
Bishop Hughes may speedily mount anoth- 
erstep of the ladder.) ‘The Fathers have 
determined unanimously to pray the Holy 
Father to define as an article of faith the im- 
maculate Conception.” » 

We observe tnat the Grand High Mass 
was celebrated ‘for the repose of the souls 
of the deceased prelates who have died in 
the United States,” It strikes us that it 
would have been a little more Catholic and 
Christian if this august Council of the whole 
American Church, instead of carrying offi- 

cial distinctions into purgatory, had exten- 

ded the benefits of the Mass to all the de- 
parted members of the Catholic communion 
whose souls stand in need of it. Why not 
care for the poor laity as well as the pre- 
lates? Would it not be well for the prelates 
to make their peace with God before ma- 
king their exit from this world, in order not 

to absorb the treasures and sympathies of 
the Church in masses for their own repose, 

of which, according to their own doctrine, 
so many of their poor flocks are in perish- 
ing need 1— Independent.

ject of the Philosophy of the Son of God. There 
is a false philosophy in the early training of child- 
hood. Two little boys, Willie and Johnny, get a 
pennyyand the mother tells them both not to spend 
it; but Johnny buys the first stick of candy he 
meets with; while Willie lays his up with a half 
dozen others. Willie is going to be a great and 
wise man, while Johrny will never make anything. 
This makes a deep impression on the minds of 
children,and they are led to believe that the course 
of action pursued by Willie is the only policy by 
which success can be ensured for life, and that 
happiness depends upon their skill to get and keep. 
What I wish to see is the false philosophy which 
is inwrought in the human mind entirely uprooted. 
There is no difference between the prodigal who 
lavishes his money, and the miser who hoards his 
treasure, they, neither of them know how to spend 
their money properly, for we should desire to know 
how to spend that which God entruststo us. The 
great doctrine that we should teach them is to ju- 
diciously appropriate what they possess. ‘1 he Lord 
Jesus Christ said that it was more blessed to give 
than to receive. We have reversed this philoso- 
phy ; turned it right over. Had our Blessed Re- 
deemer lived in this age either in Philadelphia or 
Boston, He would be regarded as a “Flatt,” be- 
cause He knew not how to accumulate, but He 
knew how to give ; though poor, He was rich, and 
his gifts to this world surpass all computation— 
He gave Himself. 

I know the history of the Church, and I tell you, 
Sir, that sometimes the members have acted very 
badly ; and [ have thought many times I had bet- 
ter run away—and | would, had I only any where 
to ranto. Llove the Church with all her faolts 
und bad things; and I feel exceedingly loathe to 
part with her, because I have no other place that I 
would go to. And when I am told that the Charch 
is the worst society in the world, | throw the ac- 
cusation back as a foul slander. It is the best so- 
ciety ever organized, in morals and benevolence. 
Yet it is bad enough to make us ashamed of it ;— 
and I have no doubt, sir, every good object that 
has ever emanated from the children of God, was 
the direct influence of the Holy Ghost. He pro- 

duces all the results and will take all the glory to 
His name, Christ’s object was to have a great 
poor Church, to pluck them up out of the mire, 
and clothe them in His own Righteousness, and 
wash them with His own Blood, and with a Bound- 
less compassion, bear them upon His bosom.

The School Fund Report. 

We are indebted to Mr. Beers, Commissioner of 
|the School Fund, for a copy of his annual Report 
to the Legislature. From it we learn the amount of 
property belongiug to the School Fund of Connect- 
icut, consisting of Contracts, Bonds and Mortga- 
ges, Bank Stock, Cash, Cultivated Lands and 
Buildings, and Wild Lands in Ohio, New York 
and Vermont, to be two millions, seventy-seven 
thousand, six hundred and forty-one dollars and 
nineteen cents, 

The whole number of children returned in 1848, 
between the age of 4nd 16 years, was 88,911 ;— 
showing an increase of 1,927 over the number re- 
turned in 1847. The rate of dividends to the 
schools has been gradually increasing since the 
first dividend was deciared in March 1799, when 
the whole that had been collected up to that time 
was divided, amounting to $60,403 78. In March 
1800, the dividends were $23,650 10, From that 
period to the year 1826, when the present Com- 
missioner was appointed, the dividends varied from 
about $15,000 to $72,000 a year. For the four 
years inclading 1826 to 1829 the dividends amount- 
ed to about $72,000, or 85 cents to each child over 
4 and under 16 years of age. Since 1829 there 
has been a pretty regular increase, the sum divided 
in 1849 amounting to $133,366 50, or $1,50 cents 
to each child. ; 
Mr. Beers signifies in his Report that it is his 
wish to resign the office, which he has held for a 
period of twenty-three years, during the present 
session, to take effect at such time as may be 
deemed best for the public interest and least em- 
barrassing to the operations of the Fund.

Present State of the Flood at New Orleans.— 
Great Battle in Yucatan —The N. O. Picayune of 
the 20th says that the city is in about the same con- 
dition.

Riousts crevasse remain- 
ed unchecked, and the inhabitants were suffering 
distress from the overflow.

Arrival of the California and Oregon at Panama. 
—Messrs. Howland & Agpinwall, as we learn, re- 
ceived on Saturday afternoon, the gratifying intelli- 
ence of the simultaneous arrival of two of their 
acific Mail Steamers—the California and Oregon 
—at Panama. The news came by Telegraph from 
New Orleans, and as it was received from two dif- 
ferent sources, there seems no reason to doubt its 
correctness. The dispatches were dated at New 
Orleans on the 22d inst. One of them states the 
steamers arrived at Panama on the 5th instant; 
the other that they arrived on the 8thinstant. The 
fact of their both reaching Panama the same day, 
may be accounted for on the probability that the 
Oregon, on arriving at San Francisco, placed part 
of her crew on board the California, that both 
steamers at once started on the return voyage. The 
retaining throng of emigrants at Panama will no 
doubt be able to leave, and the Isthmus once more 
be unincumbered.
